WILL THE ANTI SMUT LAW WORK? 
One of the provisions of the Postal Reorganization Act 
of 1971 stipulates that after February 1 producers of 
pronographic literature must so label such material on the 
outside of each envelope. The new law also states that if 
any iierson does not want to receive “sexually oriented 
material’* in the mails, he can so notify the Postal Service, 
for himself and on behalf of his minor children under 19. 
The Post Office Department will put the names on a 
computerized 
list. 
After 
30 
days, 
the 
prohibition 
becomes effective, and the mailer will become subject to 
civil action or criminal prosecution. 
According to Post Office General Counsel David A. 
Nelson, the list “will be sold by the Government for the 
purpose 
of 
enabling 
mailers 
of 
sexually 
oriented 
advertisements to comply with the law.“ He further said 
that the statute “prohibits anyone from selling, leasing or 
otherwise using the Postal Service list for any other 
purpose.” 
All of this sounds fine, but we have some small doubts. 
First, as anyone using bulk mail knows, the cost of 
building and maintaining any mailing list is high, even by 
computer. Suppose 50 million Americans request that 
their names go on the anti-smut list (and we hope they 
do)? What will be the cost of such a list to the 
|M)rnographic publisher? The “printout“ of such a list 
would require several truckloads of paper. Maybe that’s 
part of the idea — to make the cost so high as to 
obliterate all possibility of profit for the smut peddler. 
We also wonder if the pornographers will obey the law 
and not sell or us** the list for other purposes. After all, 
most smut peddlers are notorious law breakers. By selling 
the list, they could get their money back. 
We have a few suggestions. First, we hope the law 
works — and urge everyone, therefore, to pick up the 
necessary forms at the Post Office and fill them in. 
Second, we suggest that you inject some “code” in your 
name — such as changing your middle initial — so that 
you will recognize it. Keep a record of the “code.” Don’t 
us*» the same form of address for any other purpose. 
Then, should that name be used illegally, you will have 
proof. 
As we said, we hope the new law works. The smut 
peddlers are certain to fight it all the way up to the 
Supreme Court. In the meantime, however, get your 
name on the list. The law will be of little benefit if you 
don’t use it.

This is the year when big changes in the armed forces 
will take place. Henceforth, in the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, there will be: 
-- No more reveille or morning muster - except on rare 
ceremonial occasions. 
- No KP (kitchen police) or other menial chores such 
as street sweeping and grass cutting. 
- No Saturday morning inspections - and an overall 
reduction in the number of inspections per month. 
- No more “make work’’ details such as white-washing 
stones bordering the general’s driveway, oi polishing the 
brass cannon which adorns many military bases. 
- Permission to wear hair longer; to extend sideburns 
and even - in the Navy - to grow beards so long as they 
are clean and trimmed. 
- Machines in barracks dispensing beer containing 3.2 
per cent alcohol. 
This is only a partial list of the changes. 
One reason for this is to lure new men into the 
services after the re-enlistment rate in the armed forces 
dropped to its lowest point in 15 years - 30.5 per cent. 
However, where old salts and soldiers gather there are

There is so much wrong with our courts that one more 
complaint is not likely to shake things up, even if it does 
TL'ome from the nation’s most famous lawman. 
Writing in the FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin, director 
J. Edgar Hoover charges that “a witness or victim 
involved in court proceedings in some jurisdictions may 
-be subjected to such callous, indifferent, or belittling 
treatment that he comes away bewildered and thoroughly 
disgusted with our judicial machinery, his sense of fair 
play and justice shattered.” 
At times, he says, when people appear as witnesses in 
court, “some jurists permit defense counsels to browbeat 
and intimidate them -including law enforcement officers - 
until it is questionable as to who is on trail.”
